Suit Over Streeter’s Emerald Mining 
Scheme in Egypt. 


Lonpon, Eng., April 26.—T. C. Kerry, 
mining engineer and explorer, brought an 
action against E. W. Streeter, diamond 
merchant, of New Bond St., to recover 
damages for alleged breach of contract 
Defendant pleaded that the agreement was 
rescinded by mutual consent 

The plaintiff stated that he was a mining 
engineer and explorer and the owner ol 
the schooner yacht Ariadne. Last Summer 
he had a conversation with the defendant, 
who informed him that he had obtained a 
concession from the Egyptian Government 
to work an emerald mine contiguous to 
the Red Sea, and that Mr. Bill and Seton 
Kerr were in partnership with him. On 
Aug. 23 he (plaintiff) entered into an 
agreement with the defendant to proceed 
with six gentlemen in his yacht to the Red 
Sea and open up the mine, and he was to 
receive £70 a week for the use of his yacht 
for a period of at least 13 weeks, and £500 
share in a syndicate which had been formed 
to explore the mine. After he had signed 
the agreement the defendant told him that 
his (plaintiff’s) share in the syndicate was 
worth £80,000. The plaintiff said his reply 
to the defendant was that he would be 
pleased to receive £25,000 for his share. 
Later the defendant told him that his di- 
rectors had decided not to go on with the 
expedition as originally arranged, because 
the expense would be too great, the cana! 
dues being very heavy. The defendant add- 
ed that if he (plaintiff) would sign a new 
agreement he could go out in charge of 
the expedition which was to be sent out 
overland. He declined. In cross-exami- 
nation plaintiff said he purchased the yacht 
about June, 1898, and gave £2,100 for her, 
though she was worth from £20,000 to 
£25,000 to him 

Defendant, in his evidence, said he told 
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the plaintiff he could not agree to the 
yacht being insured for £25,000, and that 
his directors would not lend themselves to 
the vessel being over-insured to such an 
The plaintiff would not agree to 
the vessel being insured for less than £25 
000, and, therefore, the agreement came to 


extent 


an end. Eventually the expedition went 
out to Egypt overland, and the result, so 
far, had been a loss of several thousand 
pounds. In cross-examination defendant 
said he formed a friendly syndicate to work 
the mine He did not contemplate form- 
ing a company, because he hoped that the 


mine would be too good a thing. The 
capital of the syndicate was made up of 20 
shares of £500 each, and plaintiff was to 
receive a fully-paid up share. He had not 
determined whether or not he should work 
the mine again. He would sell his share 
in the syndicate for £200 

The jury found a verdict for the plaintiff 
for £600, Judgment accordingly, with costs

L. & M. Kahn & Co.’s Important Action 
Against Charles Casper. 

The Appellate Division of the New York 
Supreme Court has now under considera 
tion the interesting point involving Fed 
eral bankruptcy and State insolvency laws 
which, as recently published in THe Cir 
CULAR-WEEKLY, grew out of an action by 
L. & M. Kahn & Co., diamond importers, 
170) Broadway, New York, against Chas 
Casper, a former retail jeweler of New 
York \s already told in these columns, 
L. & M. Kahn & Co. commenced an ac 
tion against Casper prior to his petition 
in bankruptcy, and after he had been dis 
charged in the bankruptcy proceedings 
the action came up for trial and a judg- 
ment for $2,627 was granted by defau't 
Casper’s application to have this jndg 
ment set aside was refused, but the Su 
preme Court granted a motion to open his 
default and allowed him to serve a sup 
plemental answer, setting up the discharge 
of the debt by the bankruptcy court, as a 
defense to this suit. 

From this decision L. & M. Kahn & Co. 
appealed, and the appeal was argued last 
week before the Appellate Division. Coun- 
sel for L. & M. Kahn & Co. contended 
that if a discharge in bankruptcy is not 
pleaded in the original action, a court of 
equity will give the defendant no relief 
and his default will not be opened to let 
in the defense. The judgment sought to 
be canceled and discharged of record

The fact that the Public Administrator 
4 St. Louis had applied for a receiver for 
the E, Jaccard Jewelry Co. was learned 
with surprise by the New York creditors 
of that concern, Saturday. This surprise 
was in a great part due to the fact that 
since the last extension had been arranged 
with the company’s creditors it was gener 
illy expected that the concern would go 
on in business without a hitch. The cred 
itors’ committee, who have had charge of 
affairs since the first extension was asked 
for three months ago, met at the rooms of 
the Jewelers’ Association and Board of 
Trade, Saturday After a discussion it 
was finally decided to send a member to 
St. Louis to look after their interests, and 
Harry Durand, of Durand & Co., was se 
lected for this mission, and immediately 
departed for that city, carrying with him 
full power to act for the creditors and pro 
tect their interests in any way he might 
find advisable. Powers of attorney from 
nearly ail the creditors represented in the 
Jewelers’ Association and Board of Trade 
were forwarded to Mr. Durand, and he is 
now in St. Louis investigating. 

Should it be deemed necessary to protect 
the interests of the New York creditors, an 
application will be filed to put the concern 
in bankruptcy, and a trustee will be select- 
ed to look after the business and the as 
sets of the concern. 

\bout three months ago the E. Jaccard 
Jewelry Co. asked for and obtained an ex- 
tension. After paying their notes, which 
became due in March, they again asked for 
an extension on the April notes. This led 
to an investigation and the arrangements 
between the creditors and the concern, 
which were published in full in former is 
sues Of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR—-WEEK 
LY. March 21 the assets and liabilities, as 
represented to the creditors before the last 
notes were paid, showed a surplus of about 
$100,000 as follows:

THE RETAIL JEWELERS SPEAK OUT AND GIVE 
THEIR IDEAS ON AN IMPORTANT MATTER 
BEARING UPON THEIR TRADE. 





(This series of letters began in issue of Nov. 15.} 





It was upon the request of several re- 
sponsible jewelers that THE CIRCULAR-

JUST, AND WHAT ARE YOUR ARGUMENTS 
ON THE SUBJECT? 

1. SHOULD THE MANUFACTURER GIVE 
A NEW CASE OF THE SAME GUARANTEE 
IN EXCHANGE FOR THE OLD CASE THAT 
HAS NOT LIVED UP TO ITS GUARANTEE? 

2, SHOULD THE MANUFACTURER ExX- 
CHANGE THE CASE THAT HAS NOT 
LIVED UP TO ITS GUARANTEE WITH 
ONE OF LOWER GUARANTEE? THAT IS,

The guarantee would not be met 
by your second alternativ: A man who 
buys a gold case, guaranteed to wear 25 


years, which gives out in 23 years, would 
hardly be satisfied with a double stock cas« 


or a lower quality gold case, even though 
it might carry him far beyond the time of 
the original guarantee. One buys a 20- 
year case because that is the kind of case 
he wishes to carry. He might not like nor 
be willing to carry a five or a l')-year case 
Nor would your third alternative fill the 
bill. If a tailor guarantees a pair of 
trousers to me tor three months against 
wearing through, and they wear through 
in two months, a patch that would carry 
me through, even though it could not be 
seen, would not be satisfactory. Your 
fourth proposition would probably be sat 
isfactory in a number of cases. Lately I 
have had two of the 20-year cases come 
in, worn through, and it has not occurred 
to me but that I owed the customer a new 
case of the same quality, and I guess he 
had no different idea about it

a work.] The method or way a thing is 
done, the technique of which includes the 
several instruments and the manner in 
which each step is carried out. The several 
operations relative to the eye include the 
following: Adam’s Corectomy involves a 
change of the position of the real iris 

Adam’s Ectropion calls for a removal of a 
piece of the eyelid of the shape of a triangle, 
the edges then being brought together— 
Agnew’s Operation for cataract calls for the 
removal of the capsule of the crystalline lens 
with a hook and needle —Agnew’s Chalezion 
Operation depends upon a marginal incision 
and a scraping out of the lid—Agnew’s 
Operation for removal of the lacrymal sac 
is performed by opening up the caniliculus 
and cauterizing the mucus surfaces—V. 
Ammon’s Operation for blepharoplasty frees 
the lids of the toughened tissues and re- 
places the same by healthy tissue from the 
cheek—V. Ammon’s Operation for the re- 
moval of the lacrymal sac first cuts into 
and removes the entire contents and then 
allows the same to heal, by second intention, 
and for ectropion the tissues are freely 
opened and the wound permitted to heal 
over the cicatrix—Ammon’s Symblepharon 
Operation depends upon three parts being 
formed by two incisions, the central part 
being a V-shaped wedge, while the two 
lateral parts are sutured and, when united, 
the wedge shaped part being removed— 
Anagnostekis’s Operations are two in num- 
ber: 1. Entropion: A portion of the lid 
is removed by removing a fold of skin after 
making a horizontal incision along the 
margin of the eyelids and suturing the raw 
edges together. 2. Trichiasis: The eye- 
lashes are removed by cutting out a portion 
of the lid in a perpendicular direction, in- 
cluding the wandering hairs, the incised 
parts being allowed to come together and 
heal—Anel’s Operation for closure of the 
lacrymal duct: A gold style is forced through 
the duct and the stricture treated topically 
by means of astringents—Antyllus-Kuhnt’s 
Operation consists of an excision of a V- 
shaped portion of the conjunctiva, which 
shortens the lid and thus the drooping 
appearance from paralysis is not so appar- 
ent—Argyll Robertson’s Operations for en- 
tropion calls for a weight tied inside the 
eyelid so that from pressure an absorption 
process of the thickened tissues will take 
place; for glaucoma,a tapping of the sclerotic

coat in order that the intra-ocular pressure 
may be relieved; for the removal of a ptery- 
gium, incisions are made and the growth 
removed and finally the mucus membrane is 
brought over and covers the denuded sur- 
faces—Arlt’s Operation: In a plastic opera- 
tion for the eyelids, a downward and out- 
ward incision is made in the outer angle of 
the eye and a quadrangular flap removed 
from the cheek—Ectropion Operation is a 
triangular incision which will remove the 
scar; Entropion is overcome by bunching up 
the skin by means of sutures passed through 
the lids to the cheeks; another method is 
by removing an oval or flap portion of the 
lids, called the Flap-Splitting Operation— 
Arlt’s Method for removing the eyeball 
(enucleation): The conjunctiva is opened 
up around the cornea. The external rectus 
muscle of the left eye is grasped by means 
of a hook, or the internal rectus muscle of 
the right eye in the same way, and cut by 
means of a knife, the optic nerve and the 
superior rectus, the inferior rectus and the 
muscles being cut off short by means of 
scissors; the mucus surfaces are then sewed 
together. In tarsorrhophy, the upper and 
lower eyelids in the inner canthus are sewed 
together after a strip of skin has been re- 
moved by means of the scissors. In stric- 
ture of the lacrymal duct, a sharp cut is 
made in the forward part of the sac and its 
contents emptied, after which a full dilatation 
is obtained by means of lacrymal probes. In 
Symblepharon Operations the adhesions are 
cut out and the flap is sewed upon itself. 
In Trichiasis the lid is divided into two 
tlaps—The Arlt-Jaeschi Operations for dis- 
tichiasis: A half-moon piece of the skin 
is cut out from the lid, after the lid con- 
taining the troublesome hairs has been 
removed; the wound is then closed and by 
this means the eyelashes are turned away 
from touching the eyeball—Assalini’s Iri- 
dodialysis Operation calls for a detachment 
of the iris by means of the forceps passed 
through an incision made through the cornea 
—Bader’s Operation for the removal of 
conical cornea: An oval section of the cor- 
nea is removed from the protruded mass, 
after which pressure upon the cornea is 
effected by means of a bandage—Bader’s 
Operation in glaucoma for the immediate 
relief of the pain in the eyes, consists of 
stretching the patheticus nerve. In sclero- 
tomy the cutting is applied to the sclerotic 
coat near the sclero-corneal margin, and 
does not involve the conjunctiva—Bartisch’s 
Operation for entropion calls for the re- 
moval of the outer margin of the eyelid— 
Beer’s Operation for cataract is one of the 
flap methods—Beer’s Iridectomy: A per- 
pendicular cut is made near the sclero- 
corneal margin and a section is made con- 
centric to the corneal body—Beer’s Iridodia- 
lysis: The needle is passed through the 
cornea—Benson’s Operation for entropion is 
a flap method in which a portion of the 
lower lip is taken—Berlin’s Operation for 
entropion: An opening is made through the 
lid its entire length, and a portion of the 
conjunctiva and tarsus is removed; his re-

Operation for blepharoplasty: A flap is 
taken from the tissue which restores the 
lower eyelid —Bonnet’s Enucleation of the 
eyeball consists of an initial incision, made 
through the conjunctiva near the sclero- 
corneal margin and dissected back, the 
muscles being divided and, by pressure upon 
the lids, the eyeball being forced forward, 
the optic nerve separated by the curved 
scissors, the conjunctiva being then stitched 
together, and the bandages applied—In 
Bonzel’s Iridodialysis Operation, the iris is 
separated by means of a hook passed through 
the cornea—Borelli’s Operation for staphy- 
loma: The protrusion is caught by means 
of pins introduced at an angle of ninety 
degrees.

Cotton Matt.—The mattage, thus called on 
account of its soft shade, is scarcely em- 
ployed except for articles of stamped brass, 
statuettes or small objects. As much zinc 
is dissolved in the bath as it will take. The 
pieces are left in it from 15 to 30 minutes. 
On coming from the bath they are dull, and 
to lighten them up somewhat they are gen- 
erally dipped into acids as before described. 

Silver Matt.—Articles of value for which 
gilding is desired are matted by covering 
them with a light coating of silver by the 
battery. It is known that this deposit is 
always matt, unless the bath contains too 
large a quantity of potassium cyanide. A 
brilliant silvering can be regularly obtained 
with electric baths only by adding carbon 
sulphide. A gramme is put in an emery 
flask containing a liter of the bath fluid 
and allowed to rest for 24 hours, at the end 
of which, a blackish precipitate is formed. 
After centimeter is 
poured into the electric bath for each liter

Copper Matt.—Of all mattings, that ob- 
tained by the aid of the copper deposit is 
certainly the most beautiful. It has that 
light rose color of silky complexion which 
painters designate under the name of the 
“thigh of Venus.” The pieces after being 
well cleaned are placed in a good copper 
bath, where they are left for the time neces- 
sary to give them a thin coating of copper. 
It is by this means that makers of zinc 
clocks obtain their beautiful gilding. They 
copper at first with the copper bath warm, 
and when the deposit is sufficient to pre- 
vent the pieces from being attacked by the 
acidity they are put directly into the simple 
electric bath

TOURMALINE. 


Penfield and Foote, 
conclusions 


The article by Messrs. 
describing their investigations and 
as to the theoretical constitution of the tourma- 
line has been followed by one upon the same 
subject by Prof. F. W. Clarke, of the United 
States Geological Survey. In this paper the re- 


sults of Messrs. Penfield and Foote are in part, 


accepted, and are correlated with previous de- 
terminations of Prof. Clarke, which have been 
lately revised and restated. The former have 
considered all tourmalines as derived from an 
alumino-boro-silicic acid (H,,A,,B,Si,O,,) with 
a valency of 9, two of the hydrogens being united 
to the boren, as hydroxlys. Prof. Clarke reaches 
a similar result, but gives the acid the formula, 
H,,A,,B,Si,0,,. These expressions he reduces 
to a common basis of 6 atoms of silicon; and 
then, replacing the aluminium by hydrogen, to 
show the ultimate acids, they become as follows; 
Penfield and Foote.. H,,B,Si,O,,., 
Ge intietcatidacnass H,,B,Si,O,, 

rhis is an approximation so close as to fall 
within the probable uncertainties of analysis. He 
presents a series of very careful analyses, com- 
puted from the article of Riggs, that are actually 
yetween these limits of variation. 

Irhere are excellent analyses, however, which fail 
to conform altogether to this scheme beyond any 
probable allowance for either errors or impurities. 
The formula proposed, therefore, he feels can 
hardly be deemed final without further qualification. 

Professor Clarke states the conditions requisite 
for a satisfactory constitutional formula as fol- 
lows: It must (1) adequately express the constitu- 
tion of the body, including all variations; (2) it 
must be applicable to the full discussion of analyses 
and the distinct separation and expression of co- 
mingled isomorphous salts, and (3) it must indicate 
the relations of the species to allied minerals and 
those into which it is liable to alter. This third 
condition is equally important with the others. 

Along this line the article proceeds to consider 
the close relation seen to exist between the tour- 
malines and the micas, both in association and in 
alteration, as well as in the mingling of isomor- 
phous molecules. Thus, we find a lithia group, 
composed of both micas and tourmalines, a mus- 
covite-biotite group, with iron tourmalines, and a 
magnesia group of tourmalines with phlogopite, in 
notable association and parallelism. The general 
formulas of these mica types are well known and 
generally accepted; and Professor Clarke maintains 
that the salts of the tourmaline acid are probably 
correlated to them, and introduces a somewhat de- 
tailed discussion, with structural formulas, to ex- 
pound this view. As a result, he reaches a state- 
ment for the tourmaline acid, in linear form, as 
follows: 


Al, (SiO,),(BO,),, BO,H, , H,, 

In this form it is applicable to a satisfactory dis- 
cussion of the numerous analyses, the hydrogens 
being partly or wholly replaced by metals in vari- 
ous groupings. Intermixtures of such molecules 
in different proportions are then considered and 
found to yield results in which theory and analysis 
very closely agree. 
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With great skill and ingenuity this method is 
illustrated in a succession of cases A certain 
number of molecules (usually three) being taken as 
yielding a mixture approximating to a given tour 
maline, the result is calculated and placed side by 
side with one or more of the best analyses of that 
variety, with very striking agreement. As this 
process is repeated, in successive instances, the 
correctness of the theory is impressed upon the 
reader. 

In the light of these evidences, Professor Clarke 
then returns to the theoretical grouping of the 
atoms in the molecules, and gives three structural 
formulas for the tourmaline types before referred 
to in connection with the three mica types. “These 
formulae,”’ he says, “cover all of the established 
variations in the composition of tourmaline; they 
render the various replacements of isomorphous 
admixtures intelligible, and they indicate the di 
rections into which the species commonly alter.’ 

Some partial exceptions, some peculiar corollar 
ies, and some additional suggestions are noted at 
the close, but in the main the results appear highly 
satisfactory, and mark an important advance upon 
our previous understanding of this remarkable 
group. Professor Clarke feels, however, that fu- 
ture investigations may possibly modify our views, 
and prove the tourmalines to be derived from some 
complex boro-silicie acid, as yet unknown, as well 
as some other species, like axinite, danbaurite, 
datolite, etc. “A series of boro-silicic acids is 
theoretically conceivable, and until this question 
1as been considered, the constitution of all the 
minerals above mentioned must be regarded as 
unsettled.” 

At Pala, Cal., Mr. Charles Russell Orcutt has 
found white tourmaline (achroite), red tourmaline 
(rubellite) in lepidolite, blue tourmaline (indico- 
lite), and green tourmaline (Brazilian emerald) in 
crystals of but slight gem value. 

ROCK CRYSTAL. 

Rock crystal in large transparent masses was 
found by Mr. W. D. Wood, in the vicinity of Bay 
City, Ore. 

Rock crystal, in simple crystals and in groups 
and geodes, fairly abundant at various gold mines 
at Granite Basin, often of some size and beauty, 1s 
reported by Mr. J. A. Edman, Plumas county, 


California. 
AMETHYST. 

T. A. Heistand notes the occurrence of amethyst 
in fine specimens at Cripple Creek, Col. 

Amethyst is reported by Mr. A. C. Bates, from 
Divide, 25 miles from Butte, Mon. The purple 
color, though remarkable for brilliancy and rich- 
ness, is too unevenly distributed in the specimens 
to furnish cut gems of more than a carat. 

A beautiful crystal, 2% by 1% inches, of pale 
color, resembling those from Rabun county, Ga., 
was obtained in a coarse granite rock by Mrs. 
Cora L. Cole, near Adair, Ind. Ter. 

Some beautiful specimens of amethyst of a deep 
rich purple color, similar to those from Maine and 
from the Ural Mountains, were found in the Yukon 
district, Alaska, by Mr. Alfred G. Cunningham, 
and also in the American territory not far distant 
from Dawson City, Alaska. 

Blue quartz of a beautiful tint, and worthy to be 
called an ornamental stone, is a constant constitu- 
ent of the crystalline rocks of southeastern Penn- 
sylvania. Good specimens are obtainable along the 
Penneypack Creek and near Neshaminy, Bucks 
county, and pebbles of a beautiful blue have also 
been found in the drift at Gibson Point, on the 
Schuylkill, by Mr. S. Harbest Hamilton.
